Sluklv, Dec. 20.— Before dawn tiiis 
morning, the British man-of-war .Siaiimg 
and the Egyptian steamer moved up the 
coast with Orders to cover the rebels at 
Handoub. At daybreak the forts opened 
fire upon the rebel trenches and the 
troops advanced co the attack, the Black 
Brigade on the right flank and the cavalry 
and mounted infantry covering the 'Scot- 
tish Borderers. The Welsh regiment and 
the Egyptian hrignde occupied an em 
bn;ikment between tho forts, the Briti.sh 
infantry being held in reserve. The foi rs 
shelled the trenches, keeping up a territic 
fire. The enenay held tbeir ground with 
intense courage — until the Black Brigade 
charged the tranches, which fell after 
half an hour's hard hghting. 'The rebels 
fought winh fanatical bravery. Two of the 
enemy's guns were captured. The nuval 
brigade did aplondid work. The Scottish 
Borderers are now at work entrenching 
the rebel position. The enemy are re- 
treating towards Hasheen and Tamar. 
The British force numbers four thousantl 
men. 

Suakin, Dec. 20, afiernoon.— Tho 
hussars who followed the fleeing Arabs 
have returned. They chased the" enemy 
to a point; within four miles of Handoub. 
The enemy were still flying. 

London, Doc. 20.— The Standard's cor- 
respondent at Suakin sends tho following 
particulars of tho battle: "At -1:30 thia 
morning the man-of-war Racer opened 
tho battle by shelling the enemy's 
trenches The ships up the coast fol- 
lowed suit, and landed parties, who light- 
ed tires find placed dummies in position. 
Thia had tho effect of deceiving tlio enemy 
coming from H;»ndoub. The whole force 
moved -,:iwardg the enemj^'s left flank, 
w iih a naval detachment with machine 
guna, ar.d cavalry and mounted mfantry 
scouting and protecting the flanks and 
rear. Two lines, comprising battalions 
in double compiniies rushed towards i bo 
left corner of the enemy's trenohea, the 
British iufnntry and the Egyptian resers'e 
lining the embankmontbetween the water 
forts. General Greufoll and ytatf occu- 
pied a position to tho left of the water 
forts. From five o'clock heavy salvos of 
guns ,iiid mortars from every fort buro on 
the tronches. 

London, Dec, 20.- A despatch from 
Suakin says a feature of the fighting; was 
tho determined ru.sh upon the trenches by 
the blacks anil the l-Igyptians. Tliu Der- 
vishes fought with thu iitiiio.st bravery, .-i 
great many of them dying in the trendies, 
rile uhmgeof the Hussars is also apeuially 
mentioned. When tho Dervish cavalry 
saw them coming they dismounted from 
their horsoa and planted their spears in 
the ground, bub these proved no obstruc- 
tion tu thu lln.?sMr5, wlio swept ;iu,v!i 
upon thu Dui-vith horsemon like an ava- 
lanche, out thnniLrli tliuir i-iui!.;s and left 
half of them dead on tho L:iuiiiiii. The 
Hussars then re-forniud luui uliaiged the 
reiiiiiiiiing Dervishes, who tied. A l;irL;o 
portion of thu rebel forcc'. wa.s not uiiuanea 
in to-day's lighting, buing ab.*oiir eaiiipiug 
at llandiiub and thu ivells boyond that 
)dncu. It is bulievud the relx-is will bu 
reinforced and will make au attempt soon 
to retake their losti position.

PRISON LABOR. 

What to do with, crimtaals has beoome 
ail exceedingly difliuult problem. There 
is a strong feeliug in the community 
against their being employed, in occupa- 
tions ill vhich. huiiest men are engaged, 
and when t he products of their labor are 
put on the market. The competition, it 
18 declared, is unfair. The bread should 
not be taken out of the mouths of law- 
abiii;,' men's children in order that em- 
ployment should bo found for ruffians. 
This argitiiieiit is sn strong in tho eatiina- 
tiou of many that there is no usa in at- 
touiptins t<j answer it. Yet those who 
U30 it do n(jt seein to consider that if all 
the.so convicts were, like themselves, hon 
est workiiiLC men, tiiay would bo earning 
their living in sonio way, and the pro 
ducts of thoir labor would enter into com- 
petition with their work. All that the 
Guvreramoiit does when it gives useful 
employment to offendeni against tho law 
is to put them in the poaitiou they 
wduld have been in if they wore 
unoffending members of aooiety. 
free and moderately indostrious. No one 
complains of the competition ' of men 
and women of the latter class. They are 
free to take their chance with others em- 
ployed in the same occupatiuus in tho 
community. But wheii the Government 
forces dishonest, lazy and intemperate 
men to act in the matter of work a« if 
they were good oitizons objections are 
raiiiod and pr(>testa made. What is to bo 
done thon with these breitkora of tho lnws ? 
They cannot be left to ])erish from hunger 
and exposure. If they are to bo fed and 
sheltered the money necessary to feed 
tliCsM iind to supply them with slielter 
iiiLiatbo taken from tho pockets of honest 
and liard-workint^ nie:i. Tho men who 
jiay tho taxes must support these convicts 
ill idleness. This is hard on the honest 
taxpayer, is it not ? Surely the* f Govern 
s^nnt should have the power to ioaks 
these men earn their owa living so that 
they should not become & burden on that 
pai-t' of the community which obaya 
the laws. But how can thoy bi 
made tu earn their own living if the pro 
ducts of their l&bcir cannot be .sold? The 
question then for the coisiminity to con 
sider Ls, which is the greater evil and the 
harder to be borne, permitting the pro- 
ducts of couvicl-labor to be placed on the 
market in conipetition with tho work of 
honest men; or supporting the convicts in 
idleneHS at the ex])on8e of the industrious 
and iinoHeiiding meiubera of the com 
niuiiil\ ■ ? But trie [iroblem ia not solved 
;vh>;ii the honust part of the public resolve 
to .-ut|)porL the criminal part in idlone.'i.'i. 
Tli<)je aro other things to be con.-iidored — 
ot her facto i.-.f in tiiu caluulation. It is not 
good fcir tho convict, inor.ally oi-jjhyaical 
ly, to lie idlo. Complete idloiioss do- 
moraiizes loiig-tei-ni convicts and dustroyn 
their health. W hut is tho object of pun 
ishment? Is it to isolate tho ci iininal fo: 
his own good and for the good of society, 
or is it to shut him up for a time am 
then let him loose upon the community, 
a wreck both in body and mind I 
Is it no part of the duty 
of the State to endeavor to reform the 
oflender and give him back to the world 
after his ternm of imprisonment has ex- 
pired a better and a more useful man 7 
iSliould not the State give him a chance at 
ieaat of (iiirnirig an honest living when he 
is .",(:( ;ir, liberty ? The.'ie nra matters for 
nil i.'i i.'un.siiler. 'I'li'j coiivict.s are Ijuco, 
anil .Knini-I.liin^; moMt hu done with tiiem 
Tin; (jUiiHlion III' Ihuir di.sposal has its 
mor/il anil iiH .-iocial a.i well a» its ocono 
iiiic aH|)i;i;t. 'i'liuu^^'litful lizeu, no matter to 
what ci.'L'is tln.'y Ijcl'iiig, inuBtfaco tho pr< 
liliMii. it '.vil; never do to considor jiin( 
i.iKj Hide of it .mil k(!(!|i th(i otlicri! out of 
sigh'.

'I'lie ijuestion in n 
troublesome one, and tlie ciiuvicts must 
ha a burden no matter how thoy are 
treited. If they are taught trades their 
competition is a hardship. If thoy are 
keipfc in idienesa thoy are a burden. If 
they are not constantly employed their 
health, is impaired and their chances 
of reform are lessened. If they aro sent 
out upon the world after yeari* of idloness 
a»d withouta trade, thu chiLnces are that 
the groafc majority of t liom will not even 
nttotnpt fo (larii iiii honest livelihood, but 
will yo bai'U to tlieir old ways and will 
f^ain, before loii^, becomo mombars of 



tho prison impultttioii. Tlio peoplo in tliia 
matter hftvo a choice of evils, and it is tor 
thoni to docido which is tho least It is 
for thorn, idsi), to consider whether or not 
society is in duty bound to cjiduftvor to 
Tticlnint ofTondera against the laws; aJiil if 
so, what is the best way of perfornuiig 
that duty. 

LYNCH LAW. 

A pretty severe chock was given to 
lynch Ii^w in the Status nut long ugo. An 
attempt w»s nuulo to lynch a ninn \vliu 
liad boon iniprisoiiod for niurdor, Tho 
sherift" was dotorniinod to do his duty, 
and ho warnod the mob off. When tlioy 
gave no hoed to his wannng, ho iirod on 
them, killing and wounding quite a iium- 
bur. The mob dispersed, but did not 
make a second attempt to lynch that 
priaonor. If the Authorities In otlior 
places would act with equal firmneia 
lynching would soon go out of fashion in 
the United States, It has been found 
necessary in courts of law where witnessea 
aro examined and a judge, presumed to 
bu impartial, conducts the proceedings, 
to take many precautions to prevent tlie 
condenmation of the innocent. What 
chance, thon, has a man ;who is hastily 
condemned by an excited conimuuity on 
evidence wholly oim-sided, of i^otting jus- 
tice. Killing under sucli circumstancos, 
whether tho victim ia guilty or not of the 
crnno laid to his charge, is the worst 
kind of murder. Whoii the inoh 
can, aa uften us the whim aoizos 
it resoWo itself into a court of justice ami 
tliey condemn and o.xucuto any oiio whom 
it believes to have coiinuutod aoiiiuo, no 
uiombor of tho connnunity is safe. It 
Biiinetiinoii iiappcns that after a crime is 
ciJiniuittod suspicion falls upon a poiriou 
who ia altuijother imioceut. CircuinNtan- 
Ci's aro such as to atrongllioii that »uh- 
picioH, and if tho comuiunity acted mi ila 
first imppwiopsxit would punisli thu in 
nocen^ and iallow tfie guilty to go un 
whipped of justice. Courts of law may 
be tedious in their procedure andthoir do 
cisions may not bo always just, but tho 
community that prefers the pruoipitiiuoy 
and violence of an unthinking, ill-iuform- 
ed mob to even the most imperfect court 
of justice, ia a long way fiom being either 
humane or civilized. Wo find that in 
other parta ef the neighboring Republic 
men have formed tliemselvea into organiz 
ations for the purpose of ud minister in}{ 
what they call justice to those whom the 
law cannot reach. Such organiaitioui lire 
most luiscliievoua, and an etliciont govern 
men would soon teach their ummbors that 
thoy are even moro dangerous to socioty 
that the object of thoir outnigos. Tho 
existence of such societies us the White 
Caps are a disgracu to the Government 
and tho peoplo of thu I'nited States. 



hut llio ropronch of being a coward or a 
traitor to his clasa, is very hard imloud to 
withstaiul, and this is tho odium which 
tho liory spirits of an organization are 
certain to attempt to foster on couBoionti. 
ous cautious mon who endeavor to settle 
disputes between workmen and their em- 
ployers in a friendly way and by mild and 
peaceful means. Powdorly'a moderation 
and plain-speaking made him uniioi)ular 
with violent and unthinking men, and it 
is to bo feared that if when the day of 
trial comos (loinpors is roaoluto in his 
roaistancp to extreme measures, those 
who cheer him now will be then ready to 
hiss and to hoot hini. It is oxtronioly dilli- 
oult for men to make a wiso and a judici- 
ous U80 of power whether those men aro 
politicians or mombora of \Yorkiiiginon'8 
organisations.

The Federation of Labor is a new or 
ganizationof workin^men, which is already 
a formidable rival to thu Knights of 
Labor. It, as its name implies, is a fed 
oration of labor organizationa. The 
Knigbta of Labor desire to absorb all other 
organizations. It aspired to bo (lie only 
labor organization. The trades union, 
whose members became Knigbta of Labor 
was dissolved, it lost its identity and via: 
heard of no more. Tho Fedoratioii of 
Labor is based on a dilfereiit priiieiiilo. 
It recognizes and respeeta the dilleient 
trade orgaiiiziitioiis, It has in fact no ex- 
itilence separate from tlicni. It is a union 
of organization.'! rather than Individ 
uida. The trades' uiiion which joins the 
Federation is aa much a union as over it 
v.'iui. It does not lose its idon 
tity or change its iinmo. It 
mersly, for general purposes, outers 
into an aliiuiice with other organ 
ligations. It is the attempt of the Order 
of the Knights of Labor to supe^ed^ riU 
otber labor combinations, to n'n^iji^lliim 
unnecessary and inoperative that u con- 
sidered its weak spot. It is expected ichat 
the principle on which the ITuderation ia 
based is sounder and it will cause it to 
thrive better and live lougsr than its pre 
decessorand rival. The moving spirit of 
the uew organization is Mr. Samuel Qoni 
pers. Ho seems to be a modorato, level- 
headed man. His policy ia to keep clear 
of politics a iid to avoid lilrike.-). llodoe.s 
not utterly condemti uli ikea, but ho bo- 
lioves that they are a renii.-J.y f'jr labor 
ijrievances which slu^uld bo rarely resori- 
oil tu. lie knows how much iiiiacliiuf 
they do if rashly and inconsiderately be- 
gun, and he kiiowa that, if t.lio roineily i» 
not to buoDiiie .vorau than lliu (liseato, it 
uij.'it be admiiiistored with the utiiiual 
u.iro and after the must .serioiiH delihunt- 
tion. it woiilii ap|H;artliat an lonj; m Mr.
